Claims: Cancel the claims of record, 1 to 3, and substitute new claims 4 to 21 as follows: 

4. An apparatus to convert analog composite video to RGB color cpmponents, comprising: 

an analog-to-digital converter; and 

a digital signal processor, 
wherein said digital signal processor does not require a phase-locked loop to detect the color burst 
phase of said analog composite video. 


5. The apparatus of Claim 4 further including a videofax frame buffer. 
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
